Harry Jebb Tells 
Thrilling Journeys 
On Smoky and 


Looking the picture of health, Harry 


Jebb of the Wembley district, who 
spent the summer sailing on Great 
Bear Lake, arrived in Grande Prairie 


on Friday last, 

Interviewed by The Tribune man, 
Harry told an interesting story of his 
trip north and his experience on Bear 
Lake, 

He explained that his most thrilling 


experience happened on the’ Big 
Smoky in the rapids just below the 
railway bridge, when his rowboat 


filled with water and sank under him. 
He was knocked unconscious and 
when he came too he was lying on a 
flat rock with his faithful dog by his 
side, 

Discussing this thriller, Harry said 
that as he could not swim, he con- 
cluded that his time had come, He 
found his boat about a half mile away, 
stranded on a sand bar, Most of the 
provisions were lost, 

Not disheartened, Jebb proceeded to 
Peace River, where he took on more 
supplies. From this point he pro- 
ceeded in his rowboat to Fitzgerald, 
where he said good-bye to his little 
craft and took a Northern Waterways 
boat to Fort Franklin, where he was 
engaged to work on the boat “Speed 
2," on which he made six trips across 
the lake to Echo Bay, along which 
stretches the mining field. 

Asked in what capacity he worked 
on the boat, Harry said that he did 
not know whether he was an erstwhile 
cook or an erstwhile pilot. 

The last trip from Echo Bay to Fort 
Franklin was one long to be remem- 
bered. The eighty-foot craft was 
caught in an eastern gale and was 
driven some sixty miles out of its 
course onto the beach in Douglas 
harbor. It took days to refloat the 
boat with the hardest kind of work. 

While north Harry staked six claims 
and he is hopeful of some day real- 
izing on them.

BANISH DIPHTHERIA 


Everyone, particularly parents, tries 
to protect the lives of children. Some- 
times. drivers of motor cars appear to 
forget their responsibility in this re- 
spect, but we do, in general, seek to 
safeguard our children and to give 
them a fair chance in life. 

We rejoice that the rights of child- 
ren are respected. We derive a great 
deal of satisfaction from the fact that 
our children are today more free from 
disease, and that they enjoy better 
health than did the children of previ- 
ous generations. 

Among other things, past genera- 
tions feared the disease known as 
diphtheria. In the past, many par- 
ents have watched their children fight 
a losing battle against this disease. 
Other parents have seen their little 
ones live through the attack, but re- 


maining with bodies weakened and 
often crippled by serious permanent 
damage. ® 

How thankful we should be that 


this dread disease which destroyed or 
searred its victims need no longer be 
feared. What a victory it is for us to 
have found the means whereby this 
disease may be banished from our 
midst. 

Diphtheria germs produce a toxin or 
poison. For some years, we have had. 
in diphtheria antitoxin, an _ effective 
means, with which to counteract the 
toxin. The antitoxin, has to be given 
early in the course of the disease—on 
the first day—if it is to be one hund- 
red per cent effective. 

Deaths from diphtheria continued to 
occur despite the fact that there is 
this curative agent, because, for one 
reason or another, there was delay in 
giving the antitoxin. However, even 
though it may be used early and the 
patient cured, yet there is, at best, a 
certain amount of suffering, loss of 
time from school or work, and expense 
on account of the illness. 

How fortunate we are today, then, 
to have a safe and reliable means to 
prevent diphtheria. By injecting a 
harmless substance, diphtheria toxoid, 
it is now possible to build up in the 
child thus injected a lasting resistance 
to diphtheria. 

Just as antitoxin is of little or no 
value if it is used too late, so is toxoid 
of no value unless it is used in time 
to secure protection before there has 
been exposure to the disease. 

The time to secure protection is 


now. Any child one year of age or 
older who is not protected against 
diphtheria should be given toxoid 


without delay.
